GLORIOUS GOODWOOD.

of a hot day, and so it proved ; but a tropical sun is no novelty at 
Goodwood races ; its intensity, however, is greatly subdued by the 
thick belts of timber in the rear of the stands. he sport fully 
bore out our anticipations, and there was on the first day, Tuesday, 
of which day only we are now writing, enough to satisfy 
without satiating. The Craven Stakes was, as usual, the 
opening race, and four went to the post to contend for victory, 
Tomato being made the favourite at 5 to 2 on her, The layers of 
these odds on the Baron’s filly rust either be very non-observant, 
or utterly despise public form, and wholly reject it as an indication 
of future results, or they musthave seen that it was the odds betted 
the other way that Verdant beat her. On the 4th of May, Tomato, 
conceding 25lbs to Verdant, only defeated him by a neck—a 2lb 
beating—this made her the best of the pair by 27lb. Since then 
Verdant, by the adopted rule of estimating and deciding such ques- 
tions, has improved more than 7lb, this reduces the 27lb to 20lb, 
and as Tomato was giving him 28lb, she had 8lb the worst of the 
weights on public form, and Verdant was bound to beat the ‘ sauce.” 
Let the ‘talent ’’ (save the mark) to a man read regularly the 
InLustRaATED Srortinc News and they will avoid such blunders as 
this, and save their money, The next race, a Sweepstakes of 10 
sovs each, furnished a striking illustration of the truth of a theory 
we have often advanced in these columns, At equal weights Indi- 
gestion ran a fairsecondand Shrapnell a bad fourth, and last year, then 
both 2-yr-oldandcarrying the same weight for the Newmarket £200 
2-yr-old Plate, Shrapnell beat Indigestion for second place by two 
lengths, thus proving the correctness of ourtheory that 2-yr-oldrunning 
is not a safe or reliable guide to the 3-yr-old form of horses, We last 
week spoke of the 2-yr-old races here exercising great influence on 
the Derby betting, and of the deep interest taken in their issue ; 
and certainly, although only five horses went to the post for the 
Levant Stakes, nothing could exceed the excitement the race occa- 
sioned. The Duke of Beaufort’s happily named Mr, Pitt, seemingly 
as invincible on the turf as was his great namesake in the House of 
Commons—albeit, opposed by all the cunning of a Fox, meeting 
the Primate, Mr. Merry’s reputed flyer, and the French wonder— 
Auguste, a trio of turf ‘‘lions,” was a rencontre of extraordinary 
interest. No sooner was Auguste espied approaching from Singleton, 
the place of his location, than the ring and other parts of the course 
were thinned to behold this seventh wonder of the turf, who failed on 
inspection, however, to fan into a blaze the admiration of his be- 
holders, Count Lagrange and a bevy of Frenchmen accompanied 
him in all the pride of expectant victory. Auguste stands a little 
over fifteen hands and a half high, in colour he is a bay, with two 
white hind heels. He has a varmint look about a head not remark- 
able for its beauty, and a neck not at all calculated to please a 
connoisseur, it being thick, short, and heavy, and the reverse of 
blood like. These are the worst points about him, and if all else 
correspond, we should set him down as a “ duffer,” but in all other 
points there is something to praise and admire, although, if his 
shoulders were better laid back, they would be more in accord- 
ance with what is esteemed truth of conformation. He stands on 
legs that look as sound as heart of oak, and the oft iterated objec- 
tion of being too light below the knee does not apply to him. He 
has 2 good middle piece, with capital muscular quarters, and his fore 
arms and second thighs are such as are rarely seen, and for docility 
no colt can possibly surpass him. The Primate is an exceedingly well 


in point of size, Our observations of him were however hastily taken, 
Auguste having encroached upon our time too long to admit of a 
thoroughly critical examination, We therefore leave him for a more 
extended notice, when the opportunity of a closer and longer scrutiny 
is afforded us. At starting the betting indicated, that public form 
was preferred to the best private reputation, as Mr. Pitt was made 
the favourite at 5 to 4, Auguste 2 to 1, and The Primate 
It should however be stated that before the French flyer 
put in an appearance his price was at one time only 6 to 4, he and 
Mr, Pitt being equal favourites, Our usual report sufficiently des- 
cribes the race, and as Mr, Pitt carried 3lbs extra, and gave Auguste 
at least a 2lb beating, this makes him a 5lb better horse than his 
Gallic antagonist. Mr. Pitt not being in the next Derby, has been 
mentioned by sporting writers and many turfites as a subject for great 
regret, but, we think otherwise, most. decidedly, as were he en. 
tered for it, we should not fora moment entertain his chance of win- 
ning, and the Duke of Beaufort and his friends will be saved from loss 
by his absence from the entry. Itis not such precocious horses that 
we must look to for Derby winners, and, independently of this im- 
pression, we only wish to live until one of Prime Minister's stock 
wins the “ blue riband,” and if assurance offices did business subject 
to such contingencies, our “little game” would be rather to pur- 
chase an annuity than to assure our life. Prime Minister, though

We say very pro- 

perly recognised, because it afforded protection from the welshing 

fraternity, who, notwithstanding the strict regulations which obtain 

here, put in an appearance, trusting to the off chance for obtaining 

remunerative “swag.” A raid was made upon the ‘‘ elevators ”—the 

stilts formed by thick cork soles to bookmakers’ boots—and upon the 

advertising cards worn in front of their hats, caps, or unmentionables, 

the use of which has been deplored, and their abolition desired, as 

detracting from the dignity of the Ring. Captain Valentine, the 

Duke’s steward, appears to have set to work as a thorough radical 

reformer, and, doubtless, his strong desire to effect improvements 
will suggest other beneficial changes. The nine races, which comprised 
the events of the day, afforded ample sport, the Stakes and Findon 

monopolising the lion’s share of interest. The first race inviting 
comment is the Drawing Room Stakes, for which only Gladiateur, 

Longdown, and the Princess of Wales started. The two former 
were respectively penalised 101b and 5lb, but the Derby winner had 
it all his own way and won as he liked. On returning to weigh 
there was a strong manifestation of feeling exhibited, and a public 
disapprobation at the scratching of Gladiateur for the Cup developed 

itself in loud and pretty general hissing. The rules and regulations 
at Goodwood are, as respects welshers and black sheep, very strict, 
and pity it is that they cannot be framed to apply to the milking 
fraternity. We envy not the Count’s success, and as little we envy 
the character he has acquired by conduct which shows that it is 
possible to be a nobleman without being a gentleman, In the race 
for the Sweepstakes of 300 sovs each, Archimedes scored his maiden 
victory, a result which we predicted ; and the only other remark the 
race calls for is that Zambesi ought to have finished nearer to the 
winner on their 2,000 Guineas running. The next race was the 
event of the day—the Goodwood Stakes, for which eleven only 
faced the starter, not half the number backed by a confiding and 
deluded public, a fact which should alone decide all waverers in 
favour of post betting on such races. ‘The lessons of the past have 
not been wholly lost upon the public, and post betting would be 
more strictly the rule were it not that certain persons who from 
their antecedents and appearance may be supposed to ‘‘ know some- 
thing,” are employed to put about horses as “real good things,” 
when there is no intention of starting them. The confiding backer 
is unwilling to lose the opportunity of retrieving past disasters, and 
he makes a plunge in favour of the puffed up “ stiff’un,” who, to 
his dismay, is at the eleventh hour scratched. Claremont, who was 
‘spotted ” for the Stakes from the first, and wha maintained the 
position of first favourite with remarkable firmness, had finally to 
give place to Suspicion, who started first favourite at 4 tol, ‘This 
horse, it will be remembered, ran for the Newmarket Handicap, 
which race the stable professed to be able to win with pounds in 
hand, and according to the representations of the same party it 
was the Bank of England to a ragshop on Henham Lass when she 
was a great favourite for the Casarewitch, whom they well knew at 
the time could not get half the distance ; and they won with their 
other string — Audrey, a rank outsider. The usual tactics of 
the party led us to believe that Suspicion would be wanted 
later, or so good a thing as he looked on paper would not 
have been passed by us without the expression of a stronger 
feeling of confidence in his success. The distance was 
clearly too far for Claremont, whom, we have no doubt, would 
have finished in the van had the race been but half a mile 
shorter, as it was, however, he finished the fifth, The ‘Squire 
of Wantage,’—Mr. Tom Parr—had an original entry of four, of 
which one—Friday—was sold shortly before the race, and all the 
four were backed, but not one started~ another argument in favour 
of post betting. White Duck, as was anticipated, won the 300 sovs, 
Sweepstakes for fillies without causing her backers the slightest 
anxiety. Then came the Frnpon Srakes, which by courtesy must 
give place to the ‘* Stakes,” but which was invested with equal, or 
greater, interest from its influence on the Derby, and the second 
appearance of the French wonder—Auguste. With Student, Selina, 
Jack in the Green, Auguste, and the Primate in the field, the race was 
sure to evoke speculation and considerable anxiety as to the issue, It 
settled the point as to the relative superiority of Mr. Merry’s pair of 
cracks, Student and Primate, in favour of the former, the more 
decidedly as he carried a penalty of 5lb. Neither Auguste nor 

Primate could have tried, or they must have finished more pro- 
minently in the van, as collateral running testifies. After the race 
10 to 1 was wanted about Student for the Derby, but 8 to 1 was the 
highest offer, and this places him in the position of premier in the 
betting. Longdown won the Goodwood Derby easily, adding another 
to our long score of successes at this meeting, which includes to this 
time nearly every event the issue of which we ventured to antici- 
pate, We write this

Great progress as has 
been made towards confining operations to post betting, a further 
advance in that direction must still be made, for, even yet, twice 
as many horses are usually backed for the great handicaps as face 
the starter, thus not one-half of the backers get a run for their 
money ; but we must leave this question for the “Brighton Bode- 
ments,” which, we trust, will be as successful as our Goodwood 
divinations were last week. The first closed race in the pro- 
gramme before us is Taz CHAMPAGNE Stakes, which looks as if 
destined to fall to Archimedes. 

THE Brignron Srakes, 1} miles, has Suspicion among the entry, 
but we cannot entertain his chance for a moment, as Redmire, who 
ran well up to him at Goodwood, meets him on 20lb better terms, 
Farce is the only other horse in this race that ran at Goodwood, and 
on that running it would indeed bea farce for her to start, as on 
public form she is not inthe hunt. At the time we are writing the 
acceptances have not been published, the race is therefore not ripe 
for discussion, but as the entry now stands we prefer the chances 
of Bally Edmond, Flatterer, Claxton, Redmire and Verdant, and 
such, if any, of these as accept we must take to represent us, THE 
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Marine Prats, with its entry of 60 horses, it would be the height of 
folly to hazard an opinion upon, as the forfeits, which are usually 9 in 
every 10, will not be declared until the evening before running. Tne 
13TH BKIGHTON BIENNIAL Sraxes, 1 mile, lies between Liddington and 
Longdown, and with a start we prefer the former, roarer though he 
be, over this distance, but in his absence the race appears to beat the 
mercy of Longdown. THe Briauron NuRSERY Stakes we must 
pass, as the weights will not appear until the ILLUsTRATED SportiIne 
News has found its way into every nook and corner of the 
kingdom. The Pavimion Puate is in precisely the same category 
as the Marine Plate. The BricHton Cup, according to our estimate, 
must fall to Caller Ou, Longdown, or Cambuscan, with a preference for 
the first and last named. ‘The 14th Breynran Sraxes Auguste or 
Greyfoot will win. THe BricHTon Cius Brennrat is not a distance 
to suit Eltham, and will just suit Pantaloon, who, with Le Mandarin 
are his most dangerous opponents ; despite the distance, however, 
we must award the race to Eltham. The Crurn Brenntau Stakes, 
for 2-yr-olds, Begum ought to win, as Brimstone has incurred 5lb 
penalty, and Gladiator will probably be an absentee. On Fripay 
the venue changes to LEWEs, the entries for which meeting have yet 
to appear, except for the Priory Stakes, for 2-yr-olds, which has 
secured 53 subscribers. The penalties and allowances create a 
difference of 12lb in the weights, as the following have incurred 
penalties of 7lb, viz:—King Hal, Tina, Gretna, Qui Vive, and 
Redan ; and Fury, Arethusa, and Venturesome, are each allowed 
dlb, Beside these Mariana, Valentine, and Chapel Royal are each 
penalised 3lb, Of the public performers there can no doubt that 
King Hal and Redan are the best, good as are some of the others, 
and as we judge them able to give the weight they are called 
upon to do, we shall take this pair as our representatives, with a slight 
preference for Redan.

Wormatp AND Mack.—There is scarcely anything new anent the 
Championship which the sporting community, as a general body, appear 
to care not one solitary doit about—politics and prejudices racing and row- 
ing, at our current hour of writing pre-occupying chief public interest and 
importance, The persevering fistic manipulator from the sedgy banks of the 
Yare—who yearns as much for the Sayers and Heenan Belt as ever Venus did for 
the Cestus of ;Beauty—has winged his migratory flight through the golden grain 
of the Autumnal harvest on the Sussex uplands to the princely demesne of Qood- 
wood, where, with his keen Leeds Mephistopheles ever and anon at his elbow, he 
is ‘‘calculating the chances,” not as to whether the Duke of Cambridge is going to 
stand a “pony” with him, but as to the probability of his bringing home a raker 
at the Omega of that world-renowned gathering of turfites. 

Touching the modern marvel of the East—Wormald, he certainly does appear 
to us, despite all that can be said, to be either “ hiding his light under a bushel,” 
or must be afraid that if he ventures to meet the public gaze under the broiling 
bun of the pending dog days, he may become suddenly tinged with the facial 
Zingari swarthiness of his friend James. <A late number of Wilkes’s New York 
Spirit of the Times has this extract :—‘' The deposits for the above-named great 
event' are being regularly made, and the affair is gaining in interest every day.

The battle, it should be remembered, 
is fixed to take place on Wednesday, the Ist of November, within 1u0 miles of 
London, and as this is a match between Hoglishmen bred and born, and is to be 
foughtin England, each man is pretty sure to have a fair show, and the best 
man will no doubt carry olf the prize, As Wormaldisa Londoner, nearly three 
inches taller, some ten or twelve pounds heavier, and ten years younger than 
Mace, and is withal a game young fellow, it wouldn't surprise us a vit if he came 
out of the fire with his laurels unscorched, Nobody pretends to dispute Mace's 
extraordinary scientific abilities, and if he only gets the lead on Wormald and 
keeps it, things may turn out in hisfavour. We learn that a further instalment 
of £10 a side was plaved in the stakeholder’s hands on Friday, June 16, but 
Wormald’s money came to hand so late thata forfeit was imminent. We would 
advise Joseph to pecareful. Mace was in town yesterday, and looked all his 
most sanguine friends could wisn, but Wormald did not show, ‘The interest 
taken in the match, although at present but slight, is steadily increasing, and 
we have no doubt speculation on it will soon commence, ‘The next deposit of

FIGHT BETWEENJOHNNY WALKER AND JOHNNY MURPHY, 
FOR FIFTY SOVS. 


The match at catch-weight, for £25 a side, between Johnny Walker and 
Johnny Murphy, both of Liverpool, took place on Tuesday, at Astley, near 
Manchester, Both men arrived in town on Monday, Murphy taking up his 
quarters at Mr. J. Evans’s, Bull’s Head, Peter-street, and Walker at Mr, T. Wal- 
ton’s, Life Boat House, Robert-street, North. In the evening Jem Clark’s and 
other sporting drums throughout the town were crowded, Betting ruled 
slightly in favour of Walker, On Tuesday, a halt was made at the same spot 
where Parton and Dackem, and Bannaghin and Neville fought their battles, ‘ine 
ropes and stakes were under the superintendance of Bill Levin, the district com- 
missary, and the referee was Mr. ‘I'rainer, (Johnny Murphy is a native of the 
Emeraid Isle, and attained his 80th year on Monday, stands about 5ft 6jin. in 
altitude, and weighed about dst. His performance in the Ring extends 
over a lengthy period, being well knownas the “ Windsor Pet.” He has been 
successful in most of his encounters, having won sixteen fights for various 
amounts ranging from £2 10s a side up to £25 a side; his last victory, previous 
to the battie under record, was with Olmar Harris, of Nottingham, for £10 a 
side, whom he defeated in fourteen rounds, occupying twenty-one minutes, He 
fought a draw with the clever little Teddy Boyle, tor #20, after a protracted 
batule, at Dunford Bridge; also with Simon Hoban, who laid £12 to £10; the 
fight lasting three hours and twenty minutes, and took place at Hilbury Island— 
and with Libby Smith, for t10a side, at West Derby. He was defeated by Ned 
Farrell, of Liverpool, and Dick Longwood, of Staffordshire, both through strik- 
ing afoul blow. For the present encounter he was placed under the mentor- 
ship of Bill Bevin, late of sirmingham, and took his breathings at Hayton, near 
Prescot, his condition reflecting the utmost credit upon Bevin, who was sanguine 
of bringing the match to a successful issue. 

Walker isin his J5th year, is a native of Nottingham, stands 6ft 7in high, and 
weighed list, He is of acorpulent nature, and would require fully three 
months to come into anything like condition for fighting, ie has, however, 
fought within the “ magic circle” with varied success, his, last encounter being 
with Tom Buckley, of Mauchester, whom he compelled to cry a ‘go after fighting 
71 rounds, occupying one hour and 35 minutes, for £10 a side, at #idler’s Ferry. 
He was trained at Peter Taylor's, Aintree, attended by Simon Finighty. Walker 
was esquired by Sam Keogh and H, Allen, of Birmingham, and Murphy by Jem 
Coyne, late of Birmingham, and Bill Bevin, At 8.55 a.m, they stood up

Round 1—On the men facing each other their ra rep presented a most 
remarkable contrast. Murphy, though not possessed of a very muscular frame, 
seemed to have undergone preparation for a protracted fight; whilat Walker's 
flesh seemed quite soft, aud he was totally untit for fighting. Murphy stood 
with his right leg first, and appeared most dificult to get at of the two, Walker 
stood in the mostartistic form, Walker feinted with the left, but Murphy was 
onthe alert, and broke ground ; repeated two or threo times by each, when 
Murphy got the right on the head, receiving on the body in return, and got back. 
On getting together again right and left-handed exchanges, Murphy visiting the 
head and wody, and Walker the jaw and body, and Murphy slipped down, 

Round 2-—Walker onthe forehead and necs, Murphy getting wellon the mark 
in return, and slipped down. 60 to 40 was laid and olfered on Murphy, 

Round 3—Walker came up with a slight mark on the right eye, They no 
nooner put up their hands than Murphy rushed in, bat received the lion's share, 
though Walker’s blows did not scem to have the desired effect, and in the end 
was thrown, 

Round 4—Walker feinted with the left, but Murphy was out of danger, 
Counters, Murphy on the side of the head and Walker on the body, which led to 
right and left-handed exchanges, and closed with both being down side by 
side, : : 

Round 6—~Both came up blowing, and sparred for wind. Murphy visited the 
body twice, and avoided the return, Walker next got o little-’un on the mark, 
when counters were exchanged to a close, when, after a scramble, Murphy 
slipped down. ; 

Round 6—Murphy wild in his deliveries, and turning completely round from 
ben eflects of a round handed blow from the left; Walker following up, but 

ssed, and both slipped down, ; 

Round 7-—-Counters were exchanged which led to a close, Walker getting well 
oe ae ear, and forehead, Murphy on the ribs and mark, and was upper- 

st in the fall, 

und 8—Walker came up bleeding from the mouth, Some harmless blows 
Were exchanged, when Murphy slipped down, 

Round 9—Short and sweet, No sooner up than right and left-handed ex- 
changes Murphy's blows leaving the most perceptive marks in consequence of 
pie ce y state of Walker's face and body, At the close Murphy slipped 

Round 10—Murphy shot out with the right. Walker home on the forehead, 
but rather too high, and received on the jaw in return, Rapid counters were 
delivered, When Murphy slipped down. 

one hamper eee meaning mischief tried the right, but was short; at the 
oe he left temple elite got the right on the mark, being repaid by a visit 
on the le Pe ela ey Closed, and Walker threw Murphy, 

Round 12—Murp afta hee his right. but Was caught on the head, More ex- 
changes, Murphy wd receharks and Walker on the neck and forehead, when 
Murphy a received an upper-cut from Walker’s right that brought 
hj on his knees, 


Hound 13—At this early stage of the fight condition began to have a most 


deteriorating effect upon Walker, who came up with his left eye and right side 
of the face much swollen, After some sparring both put their hands down. On 
placing themselves in attitude Walker feinted with the left. Murphy next 
tried the right, but was short, and his head coming forward he received an up- 
per-cut from Walker's right, and slipped down. An appeal was made, but the 
referee answered fight on. 

Round 14—Walker tried his left, but was stopped. Counters, Walker on the 
forehead and Murphy on the chest. Walker got on the mouth, and avoided the 
return. Murphy visited the body, when cross-counters were exchanged, each 
visiting the body and side of the head. Sparring for wind, Murphy sent out the 
right but was short, Walker being also shoe with the return, which Jed to in- 
fighting, both pegging away wiflinchingly, until Walker delivered a straight 
right-hander on the nose, from the effects of which Murphy reeled and fell 
against the middle stakes, 

Round 15-—-Murphy gee on the right eye, which Jed to two-handed exchanges, 
Murphy being fought down at the ropes, bleeding trom a cut over the left eye. 

Round 16—Murphy tried the right twice, but was stopped, Murphy on 
teft side, Walker on the head. Murphy short, Walker breaking ground and 
bleeding from nose. Both let out simultaneously, but were out of distance. 
Walker next visited the nose and avoided the return. Counters were exchanged 
to a close, when Murphy slipped down, 

Round 17—Short counters—Walker on Murphy’s “ adamant nob,” and re- 
ceiving on the mark, rushed to a close ; both down side by side. 

Round 18—Walker showed visible signs of Murphy's visitations, though not 
so much from the severity of the blows as from the puffed state of the flesh— 
which went up almost instantaneously, Counters were delivered by both, on the 
left eyes, Waiker short, receiving on the mark, and gery J a hale upper-cut 
an eraees which led to infighting, Murphy going down at the ropes very sus- 
piciously. 

Round 19—Walker came up blowing, and was very short and slow in his de- 
livery—Murphy missing a capital opportunity of returning the intended visit. 
Counters were exchanged, Murphy on the saa lile: and Walker on the neck, 
Murphy got on the nasal organ, drawing more ruby, and received on the neck. 
Murphy tried the left, but Walker was out of distance; half arm hitting, when 
Walker slipped down weak, 

Round 20—Both let out on the body; cross counters. Murphy sent out the 
right, when Walker threw his head aside, and met Murphy with the right on 
the nose, sent him staggering away, and fell from the force of his own blow, 

Round 21—Short, Harmless exchanges led to a close, when both rolled over 
side by side in Murphy's corner, Time: 33 minutes, 

The fight was continued up to the 46th round, when Walker was so completely 
exhausted that ho fell, as he could not continue the contest. Murphy was very 
properly hailed the winner, Time: 1 h, 26 min, 


REMARKS. 

The fight, though gamely contested, was anything but scientific. Walker did 
not seem to be possessed ot the same energy as when we saw him perform some 
months ago~-and fully deserved defeat from carelessness in training. Of Mur- 
phy we can only say that he even astonished his own friends; we believe it is

FIGHT IN THE MIDLANDS BETWEEN SAM HICKMAN AND 
JACK LAWLEY. 


An impromptu match, for 40 sovs, at catch-weight, was brought toa decision 
on ‘Tuesday last, near the Old Besom House, about three miles beyond Sutton 
Coldfield, the scene of many a pugilistic contest in times gone by, ‘The match 
was made at Stavely, in Derbyshire, where the men are employed, and was so 
little known in Birminghain that not more than a hundred spectators were 
assembled on the occasion, Sam Hiekman, alias Sankins, is a native of 
Dudley, where his pugilistic powers have been trequently displayed, His last 
battle was with Sulpher, at whose hands he suffered defeat, after a protracted 
contest, His height is oft 9in, and his fighting weight 10st 6lb. His opponent, 
George Lawley, is a native of Tamworth, who, although shorter than Hickman, 
his height being 5ft Zin, had the advantage in weight, being 4lb heavier than 
his opponent, His training appeared defective, from his superabundance of 
flesh, whilst Hickman’s muscular display showed every care had been taken. A 
ring was formed immediately after the men came on the ground, and at 8.55 
they stepped forward, Hickman attended by Posh Price and Dan Crutchley, and 
Lawley by Lill Fisher and Jack Parkinson, a well-known Boniface acting as 
referee. Betting was even at the commencement, and as soon at the pre- 
liminaries were arranged by the seconds, the men went to work with a will. In 
the first round, after a little cautious sparring, Lawley, who appeared exceed- 
ingly eager to de doing, planted his right on Hickman’s mouth, making his 
masticators chatter again and drawing blood profusely, and thus gaining first 
event, Sam returned the compliment by planting a stinger on his adver- 
sary’s nose, Which distilled a rippling stream in consequence. The ice being 
then broken, round after round succeeded in rapid Succeseion, each distinguished 
by displaying more strength than science, and generally concluding by Hickman 
going down, sometimes so suspiciously that he had to be remonstrated with by 
the referee. To particularige each succeeding round would be only tedious to 
our readers, so similar were they in character, In the 64th round, however, 
Lawley, who had been receiver-general, got countered terrifically on the lett 
eye and mouth, and was ultimately knocked down through the ropes, and thus 
Hickman obtained second event, Betting now stood 6 to 4 on the Dudley re- 
preseatative, and soon became 3 to 1, with few takers, Lawley came up bieed- 
ing at every round, evidently failing in strength from loss of blood and early fast 
fighting, whilst Hickman reserved his strength by the tamble-down system, at 
all times reprehensible and distasteful to the lovers of true British boxing, A 
this point Hickman, who had got his man up, began to plant his blows with 
impunity, certainly without anything like an adequate return, as Lawley’s want 
of conution (to which he must attribute his deteat), was sddly telling upon 
him ; and, after contending 87 rounds, occupying one hour and 45 minutes his 
backer, Mr, G, Tibbetts, of Tamworth, seeing hit uo chance remained, con- 
siderately desired Lawley’s seconds to throw up the sponge, and Hickman was 
declared the victor, Lawley was fearfully punished, his face being cut in every 
direction, whilst Hickman's frontispiece was scarcely marked, but his chest, 
throat, and arms, showed evident signs of his opponent’s heavy investments, 
Lawley, than whom a gamer man never peeled, did all that nature allowed him, 
bat he evidently has no pretensions to science, nor is ever likely to distinguish 
himself in the Prize Ring,

acientific Billy Shaw, who was commissioned by a few of his patrous to select a 
couple of lads of promise to contend for a handsome purse, had the result of 
bringing together the above aspirants to fistic honours.

does the present subject of my remarks fatten upon the disgusting food 
acquired from the mud where he forms his wretched home, and from 
the coarsest means of subsistence furnishes the gourmand with flesh 
white and delicious, and from the fact of its being so very nutritious 
aud digestible accords a great boon to all whose constitution or failing 
strength requires restoration, particularly thoas who have a predispo- 
sition to pulmonary diseases.

cannot imagine a sight so strange and startling, as to view an army 
of these creatures on march in quest of fresh quartera; for they are in- 
capable of raising the crest in the majestic and gracoful manner of the 
snake, but, witha continuous motion maintain their heads close to the 
ground, and ‘‘ wend their weary way” with an action which no word 
expresses so fully as wriggle. Another disagresable circumstance in 
connection with them is, that they are frequently found iu immense 
numbers twisted and gnarled together, presenting as frightful and 
hideous an appearance a3 snakes when they are “piled,” and if at 
such times they are not so dangerous as the latter reptiles, they are 
at least ag obnoxious to the eye. To continue an account of his 
peculiar characteristics, [ may mention that the eyes of the eel are 
covered with a skin which is attached to the common integument of 
the body, and that the fins have continuous growth, the back being 
connected with the tail, and that, in turn, withthe vent fin, and as if 
to render him as pandpseriph aa possible, beneath the stlimy substance 
whioh covers his body, and which has doubtless engendered the old 
proverb relative to his slippery propensities, are concealed smull scales,

a vory wnusnal’ and extraordinary circumstance. It is customary, 
however, in the locality of which I am speaking, to fish without 
a float, and the bait haviag found its way to the bottom, I presume, 
accounted for the incident. The river Swale, near Richmond, abounds 
in trout, barbel, chub, and perch, but, although the fishermen oo- 
casionally try for the latter species, they ignore bottom angling al- 
together, being at the same time, perhaps, the most skilful manipu- 
lators with the fly in the world. In exceptional cases, however, they 
try for trout’ with Worm and salmon roe, and whilst southern fishermen 
must agree that a more deadly bait than the latter can not be in re- 
quest, they will never advocate it as a lure, but invariably condemn 
its use, 


The eo] is by nature viviparous, and brings forth large quantities of 


dry, although they are not perceptible when the fish is 
alive. If a cat has, ad ia universally believed, nine lives, 
the subject of my article must have at least nineteen, for you may 
decapitate him, and deprive him of his nether extremities, and he will 
yet remain as frisky as a yearling, and with such tenacity does he 
cling to life that you may cut him up and partially cook him before he 
will yield up the ghost. Although they diffor as regards colour in 
various Waters and localities, they will generally be found of au olive 
brown on the back, bally of silver, and pectoral fing tinged with red. 
Both jaws are furnished with rows of stiletto-like teeth, fine, and 
particularly sharp; and the lower one is considerably elongated beyond 
the upper. I may remark that in the docks they run of a different 
colour to those in rivers, being much darker on the back, with yellowish 
belly, and they are not cousidered 80 guod, or esteemed so highly in 
a gastronomic sense ag the silver species. 

The eel is an inhabitant of all waters, and it is difficult to find a 
river, stream, lake, or pond, that is free from this glatinous fellow. 
The “gully and sedgy Lea,” the sullen Mole, and the majastic Thames 
of our southern rivers, teem with them, as do the Ribble, Bura, or 
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young in the Autumn, and the small fry are, for the most part diminu- 
tive in size. In the warm weather they may be observed near the 
surface of the water, but in the cold months they bury themselves a 
foot or # foot and a half in the mud, and remain for a period in a’ par- 
tially dormant condition, Among the various modes of taking them I 
can enumerate, lay lines, bobbing, and sniggling; and, taking them in 
the order named, any strong piece of cord furnished with a number of 
hooks, aud baited with well-scoured lob worms, or, infact, any offal, will 
be found all that is necessary, and the evening, during the summer 
months, will be the most propitious time to adopt this plan.  Snig- 
gling is another and most successful way to secure them, and practised 
as followa:—Take a stroug line—whip-cord is perhaps the best—gimp 
hook, and a forked stick, about eight or ten feet long, bait 
your hook with a good lively lob worm, and placing the- line 
in the cleft of the stock, aboxt two or three inches from the bait, 

drop the worm into the hole where he lurks. His head being to- 

wards the aperture, aud the slimy chap being on the look out for prey, 

he will speedily draw it into his covert, and possessing great muscular 

power and clinging properties iu hig tail, he will cause you to exert 
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some strength before you detach him from his stronghold. The bast 
places to fiud him are in the holes of banks, wader weirs, mills, flood- 
gates, &c. Bobbing is usually practised from a punt, as being the 
safest plan, and to carry out your object, take a piece of worsted four 
or five yards long, upon which to thread lob worms, and after wards 
loop them up, in hanks of three or four inches, and after tying them 
together attach them, asin the former instanc’s to a piece of whip 
cord, Fix about a pound weight of lead a few{inches above the

worms, and after fastening the lob to astrong pole, you are ready to | 


open the war. As observed, the best method 1s to fish from a punt, 
as you are less liable to lose your prey, and when the tugs upon the 
pole denote that the enemy is ensnared, pull up gently, and let them 
drop off into the punt, but beware of any sudden jerk, which will be 
fatal to your hopes and success. 

Viewing as Ido tho eel, in the light of a /usus nature, I do not think 
him entitled to the same‘fair play that the other denizens of the water 


—— 
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are, and will, therefore, instruct the reader how he may secure any | 
quantity in the easiest manner possible, viz., procure a sack, in whicu 
place any offal, blood, chickens’ guts, &c., and after distending the 
mouth with a piece of cane or wire, sink itia the part of the river or 
pool where your experience leads you to imagins they are to be found, 
Allow it to remain all night, and in the morning I will guarantee that 
you will take two or three hundred weight. Care should be taken to 
have a runniog string, with which you can close the mouth of the 
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ek otherwise they will wriggle themselves out before you can land | 
them, 

This is not considered in accordance with fair fishing, but more fit 
for keepers and poachers; but he is uaworthy of fair usage, and in 
my opinion every advantage should be taken of him, as independently 
of other disagreeable qualities, he consumes voraciously the spawn of 
ark te undisturbed, might afford sport and amusement to lovers 
of the rod, 
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vise the student to venture, for should he try after the usual manner of 
bottom fishing, hia patience will become exhausted by his line being

It is a truism that to obtain an important measure, energy, influence 
and probity must be used to bring the same to perfection ; consequently 
tho instigators of the present fete have had to call into use every avail- 
able act of judgment and persuasion, to turn the regatta off with suc- 
cess, andthey have succeeded. It is now very well known that the 
pitmen, once so roughly handled, have turned theirleisure time to more 
advantageous purposes than to fight themselves, poor dogs and cocks, 
and those two populous pursuits, footracing and aquatics have met 
their favour so much that it may be said, as far as the former is con- 
cerned, that they stand pretty nearly at the pinnacle of the sport, and 
go to tho latter, looking at the detormination of tho colliers, it is a fair 
calculation that the honours of boating achievements for the 
future will be more equally divided amongst landsmen and water- 
men, than heretofore. It will be remembered that in our special 
article published at the commencement of the year, we endea-
